Venezuelan blue book, which is enti- 
tled "Documents and Correspondence 
Relating to the Question of tho boun- 
dary of Guiana and Venezuela," was 
issxiud by the government last night. 
The volume consists of 443 folio pages, 
with a separate book containing1 nine- 
maps. It opens with 40 pages, com' 
prising a preliminary statement deal^ 
iup with ihevhistory of the territories 
from 1520 until the issuance of her ma" 
je&ty's memorandum to Venezuela in< 
March, 1890. The statement concludes 
as felloe's: 


The above examination shows that 


the main grounds upon which the claim 
of Venezuela is supposed to be based,so 
far as it haa been presented to Great 
Uritain at different times during tbe 
pant fifty years as follows: 


First. The original discovery and 


the tirst exploration of the South 
American continent by Spain, which 
lire clearly irrelevant. 


Second. The bull of Pope Alexan- 


der VI., which can not be considered as 
having any real bearing upon the 
question. 


Third. The allegation, that the oc- 


cupation of (iuiana by the Dutch waa 
a violation of the treaty of Munster. 
This allegution has been shown to be 
unfounded. 


Fourth. Possession and occupation 


by the Spaniards of the territory., 
south o'f the Orinocco, including the 
rivers Barima, -Morocco and Pomeroou, 


It has been shown that the only 


Spanish settlements there at any time 
were San Thome dc Guyana, which 
was situated on the south bank of the 
Orinocco and which had been moved, 
from time to time higher up the river, 
as it wan destroyed by the UritKh and 
Dutch successively, and by the Capur 
chin settlements, situated between the 
Orinocco and the Tumcrimo, as has 
been previously discovered. 


Fifth. That the Dutch had never 


had any possessions north of the Ks- 
quibo. 
, 


This statement has been shown to 


>e equally erroneous, as a perusal of 
lie whole diplomatic cjrrespondence 
will show that tho liritish government, 
while insisting1 that the just claims of 
ireat Kritam would entitle her to a. 
}ouudary practically embracing the 
whole watershed of Essequibo, the 


uynnl, the Yuruari, the 1'omeroon, 


the Waini and the JSarima, has been 
willing to agree to a boundary within 
those limits, which would, give Vene- 
zuela far more territory than that to 
which she uitu show any title. 


From the summary given of the fore- 


fing chapter it will be seen that Great 
Britain, while maintaining her just 
rights, has consistently shown a tie- 
sire to make a fair arrangement with 
Venezuela, and that the claim of Ve- 
nezuela that her territory extends to 
the Essequibo, was based upon con- 
tentions which are in no way sup- 
ported by facts, and cannot he jasti- 
ned upon auy reawiable grounds.

FirsV That-prior to 1500 the Dutch 


had established 
themselves on the 


coast of Guiana. 


Second. That prior to 1W9 the Span- 


iards had established no settlements

tlements in Guiana extended alone the 
coast the whole way from the river 
Maronl to the Barima, and inland to 
various points in the interior upon the 
rivers Essequibo, Cu.yuni, Pomerooa, 
Waini aud Karima and their tributa- 
ries. 


Fourth. That up to 1723 the only 


settlement of Spaniard* in Guiana waa 
San Thome de Guyana, on the south 
bank of Orinoceo, originally founded 
in 1506 at a site shawu on the sketch 
map. 


Fifth. That between 172} and 1796 


the 
only 
additional 
settlements 


founded by the Spaniards in Guiana 
were those established by the Capu- 
chin missions sooth of the Orinocco in 
the direction of the river Yurnari and 
two villages on the upper Orinocco, 
several 
hurjdrad miles above Sax 


Thome de Guyana. 


Sixth. ThatDutch occupation to the 


extent indicated was perfectly weli 
known in Spain, and thmt tne attempts 
of the Spanish to fliipoaami the Dutch 
had wholly failed. 


Seventh. That subsequently to 17BI 


Great Britain has continually remaioe< 
in possession, and her subjects have 
occupied farther portions of the terri- 
tory to which the Dutch establishes 
their title.

A Snowball »t Qaebeo Fifty Feet IB

periodical booms miy also be compared 
to the ''craned sa u lives, pever at rest." 
The present in the greatest boom in 
the historj of the world. It not only 
covers the United States, including far- 
off Alaska, but we find it in South Afri 
ca, Venezuela, New Zealand, Australia 
and South Australia. The gold fever- 
seemn to liar^brokenoutfimultaneoUB- 
ly througaout tbe wtfrlJ, and there Is

•till a mad rush of gold seekers.nnd ad- 
venturers loail these points. The gold 
product of the past > ear IB estimated at 
1800,000,000—greater than ever before 
In the world's history. Of this arao jirt 
the L'nitrd States produced 25percent« 
and of this $50,000,000, Colorado pro- 
duced $17.i!00,OOO, about half of this 
coming from the Cripple Creek district. 
Thus it will be seen tbatii district three 
miles squire produced one-sixth of the 
gold product, of the United Stales Thib 
year's estimate from Cripple Creek is 
$1,000,000 a month. If the other dis- 
tricts in Colorado, Utah, Montana, Cali- 
fornia, Arizona, Alaska and New Mex- 
ico, but slightty Increase, the yield will 
be about; $75,000,000 this year.

The cause of this widespread gold 


fever is due mainly to science and 
the invention of improved machinery, 
which greatly lessens the cost of pro- 
duction. 
Without piMiig- "expert de- 


tails," that would need explanation, the 
matter may be Illustrated with th« 
statement that during the Leadville 
boom 16 years ago, ore that did 
not yield at least ten dollars to the 
ton. wai> thrown away OH useless. " It 
iost about paid expenses. Now there 
IB a profit in ore that yields only three 
dollars to tbe tdn. 
Improved ma- 


chinery and the new scientific process 
of extracting ore* take almost the last 
particle of gold out of the rock, and 
as effectually as tlie life is squeezed 
oat of a lemon. 
These improvements 


have caused a revival in the mining in- 
dustry, and the wild rush of "pros- 
pectors" to the nrw fields. Or, rather, 
they rush wherever they believe gold 
may be -found. 


There are, ID the west, thousands of 


"prospectors" who follow no other vo- 
cation tfoan tiat of mining. They

experts have stated that "by the 
very nature of the formation gold 
could not exfet" la the mountains now 
known as the Cripple Creek diatrict- 
Uw richest in the world. Tbe prospec- 
tor trade** over tb* nuxmtatns, exam- 
ining place* of rook M a botanfetdoe* • 
.Cower, antf when he has found "good 
farftokUooa," he eampa. That ia, he 
tta« hi* kwro to a •tak*44>Bb>ad* hii 
nonttft supply of pttKUioos, and with 
his pick begins to dig. He finds a piece 
of rock gileto&ing with golden parti-' 
ciea. Sia.4r«4ned eve ectanatea that a 
ton of ttat Hud of rock thould contain 
$20, $100 or $1,000. He continues to 
dtp to satisfy hfanelf of the extenVol 
tho vain, or deport.

He then comes to Den- 
ier, liunts up a capitalist and sends in 
a piece of this rock for n visiting card.

A few hold on. and join 
the throng of millionaires—and forget 
their prospector companions. 


When ii prospector has found a good 


mine, the news rapidly sprends, and 
there IB a great rush to the new dis- 
trict. 
The new arrhals begin staking 


off claims, commencing nt the \ery 
edges of the first claim, .uid in 24 hours 
the district tor se\eral miles in each di- 
rection resembles a ualcbwork quilt 
It is RtaKed off lilie a boom land town, 
only on a smaller scale.

ore, in the original clnim, gives It a 
inlue of $100,000 or more, according to 
its i ichnesR, width nnd tli.ckiiesa. The 
other claims are valued in proportion 
to their relative distance from the 
original mine; though the vein may 
stop short and not enter even the adja- 
cent prospect.

LOOK OUT FOE THE COMET 


Due to Strike Old Mother 'Hartb 


on Saturday. March 14. 


•tare to Do So Vmlem It Ghana*. In 


Coone—What Will HapiM* If It 


Don-Opinion of m Col- 


lege Profeaw. 


Pel-fine's comet is advancing toward 


the earth at the prodigious pace of 
1,600,000 miles a day, and unices it 
changes its course it may hit the earth 
Eome time during1 Saturday, March 14, 
eays the New York Sun. 


Prof. Lenschi'er, of the State Univer- 


sity of California, has jus,t completed 
his calculations of the orbit of the new 
comet, ~ which was discovered by As- 
tronomer Perrine, of the Lick obaerra- 
tory, only a few d.iys ago.v 


His calculations con\ince him that 


the comet will take a new course on 
March 1 and sheer away fromVheenrth, 
If, however, the professor has made a 
mistake of a millionth part of a unit in 
his figures the comet may strike ue. 


Prof. Pickering1, of the Harvard ob- 


servatory, was seen the other evening 
end aeked If it were possible for the 
comet and the earth to meet in col- 
lision. His reply i\ as that such a thing 
was certainly pobsible. 


'In fact," he continued, "if the earth 


lasts long enough such a thing is prac 
tically sure to happen, forthere are sev 
eral eomcte' orbits vv hich pass neai er to 
Ihe earth's orbit than the Ecmi-diam- 
eter of the comet's head, and it some 
time the earth and comet will certain!; 
come together. Such encounters will, 
liowe\er, be rait1. 
If we accept the 


estimate o£ Babinet, they will occui 
once in 15,000,000 years in the long 
run." 


As to the conseq'ience of such a col 


lisiou. Prof. Pickering said it was im 
\iotjmble to estimate for want of sure 
kuou ledge of the state of aggregation 
of the matter composing a comet 


"If vie accept the modern theory," 


he snid, "and if this theory be true 
cverj thing depends on Uie size of the 
Kepnrate solid particles which farm 
the mam part of the comet's mass. U 
they weigh tons *he bombardment 
would be lery serious, but if, as it-ems 
more likely, the particles1 are sm.illet 
than pin-heads, the result would be 
simply a grand meteoric shower 


\ow," continued the professor, "nl 


though the possibility of that comet 
striking the earth is real, still the prob 
ability is not so great. So far as we 
loicw, the probability is not 
much 


greater than that of some other comets 
striking us. At Uie Harvard obseiva- 
tory here we have not yet had the three 
good observations which are required 
before we can make any computation 


"This is for the reason that so many 


other observatories are watching com- 
ets that we devote our time to things 
which they cannot do as well as we 
can. 
Of course, )f the time comes when 


we are in a position where our ob- 
KT\ ations will count for much, we will 
devote our energies to them."
